The slippery field 
conditions hindered the Eagles in 
their "sweeps around end" strategy 
and resultedinshort gains for Romu- 
lus, but had less of an effect on 
Walled Lake's power-driving back, 
Ronnie Gilbert, who plowed straight 
ahead behind his big line.

Thanksgiving is regarded as one of 
the busiest holiday travel times of the 
year —and this year is no exception, AAA 
Michigan reports. 

While a soft economy remains, all 
signs point to Michiganians on the move 
— traveling by car, plane, bus, and train. 

For many, the destination is "home" 
to visit with family and friends; for others, 
short, three- and four-day holiday cruises 
are the ticket. 

The AAA Michigan Touring Depart- 
ment reports that, from January through 
September, 395,023 TripTik routings 
were issued — up to eight percent over 
the corresponding period for 1991 — and 
no letup is anticipated. 

The official 102-hour Thanksgiving 
holiday begins at 6 p.m. Wednesday, 
November 25, and ends at midnight Sun- 
day, November 29, when peak travel is 
expected. 

- Police and Michigan Department of 
Transportation officials say that vehicle 
traffic will be moderate, but add that 
snow in some regions could bring out 
additional numbers of both skiers and 
snowmobilers. 

Spokespersons for the major carri- 
ers differ in predicting the extent of holi- 
day travel, but all say that it will equal or 
better that of last year. 

While the airfare wars of last sum- 
mer are over and prices are generally 
higher, advance airline bookings are rec- 
ommended to guarantee seats on de- 
sired flights. Space is still available, par- 
ticularly: for those travelers with mati dell 
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According to Diane Willard, vice- 
president of AAA Travel Agency, Florida 
resort areas are heavily booked, but other 
major-city availability is good. 

"If you are traveling by air, it is impor- 
tant to make sure that you check in early 
and try to have your travel agent get you 
advance seat assignments and/or board- 
ing passes prior to the day of departure," 
she stated. 

Greyhound Bus Lines reports thatits 
Thanksgiving business generally focuses 
on shorter trips, made mostly by college 
students returning to campus. It urges 
patrons to check in at least one hour 
before departure and travel with a mini- 
mum amount of luggage. 

Amtrak says that rail ridership over- 
all this year is expected to be up from 
1991. It encourages travelers to make 
reservations early and to avoid the peak 
travel days and times — Wednesday, 
November 25, and Sunday, November 
29. Some coach space is still available, 
though some sleeping accommodations 
may not be. 

Michigan drivers will find gas plenti- 
ful and selling within a penny or two of 
last year's prices. Arecent check showed 
self-serve regular unleaded averaging 
$1.073 per gallon in Metro Detroit and 
$1.119 out-State. 

On a somber note, AAA Michigan 
reports that last year, 13 persons died in 
10 accidents on State roads during the 
holiday weekend—down from 19 in 1990. 
Of 12 victims with safety-belts available, 
all but one were unbuckled. Only one of

ACROSS THE STREET FROM THE IGA STORE

Most of the people in Romulus know 
EvelynAtkins as the editor and publisher 
of "the little paper" — The Romulus News. 
What most of them are probably un- 
aware of is the fact that, from 1950 to 
1985, the 51-year-old Atkins earned her 
living by singing and playing country 
music. 

When asked which field— publishing 
orcountry music —she most enjoyed, the 
20-year Romulus resident said, "It's hard 
to say because what has made both 
professions special to me is the people 
with whom | work. Overall, though, I'd 
have to say that country music is my first 
love." 

Atkins met the man whowasto share 
both of her career passions — her third 
husband, Dave Atkins — in 1977, when 
he called and invited her to sing with him 
on his upcoming recording session. At 
that time, Dave, a local country-music 
artist, had just begun publishing a news- 
paper called Country in the City News. 
Dave and Evelyn married in 1980 and, 
as they became more deeply involved in 
the many facets of the publishing indus- 
try, the two quit the entertainment busi- 
nessin 1985 andopenedNite-Lite Graph- 
ics, a Romulus print and graphics firm. 

“In July 1987, Dave put out the first 
issue of- The Romulus News. 

"Dave got itchy feet," smiled Atkins, 





"and decided to start a local newspaper. 
He wanted to give the people of Romulus 
more coverage of the strictly local news 
that larger papers wouldn't print because 
they didn't have the time or the space." 

The newspaper was well received 
by the community from the very start, 
and Nave — whose folksy approach to 
"tell-it-like-it-is" reporting often made him 
a figure of controversy — remained the 
driving force behind "the little paper" until 
he died in July 1991. 

After Dave's death — the result of a 
massive heart-attack — Atkins had to 
choose between carrying on with the 
then-four-year-old newspaper, or leav- 
ing the nublishing business and finding 
another means to earn her livelihood. 
Characteristically, she chose to carry on. 

"With the help of a lot of friends,” 
Atkins said, "my daughter Kristi and | 
have been able to continue putting out 
the Paper." 

She added that, although Dave has 


‘been gone for a year and a half now, she 


feels that these days are still a transition 
period for her. 

"Kristi has always been an excellent 
typesetter and editorial coordinator," she 
explained, "but it's been difficult for me 
because | had no previous experience 
as a reporter, photographer, or sales- 
man. I've hadto assume many additional 
responsibilities in the past 16 months, 


and, although I've already learned a lot, 
i've still got a long way to go.” 

Infact, it's because Atkins must wear 
so many hats in her small organization 
that she has had to rely on others in the 
community to submit many of the stories 
for the News. Thankfully, Romulus resi- 
dents have been extremely willing to 
contribute articles about their local ac- 
tivities and thereby take advantage of 
the Paper's "hometown news" format. 

Since taking over The Romulus 
News, Atkins has skillfully guided the 
Paper to function as more of a "commu- 
nity information resource," with less 
emphasis on "hard" City news. | asked 
her to comment. 

"Because Romulus is part of a large 
metropolitan area, typical 'news' items 
receive plenty of media coverage from 
local TV stations and the area's several 
major newspapers. | feel that, by featur- 
ing news about the achievements of and 
the events concerning everyday Romu- 
lus people, 'the little paper’ offers arather 
unique public service." 

In 1950, at the tender age of nine, 
Evelyn embarked on her country-music 
career. She, like the other children who 
lived in her Versailles, Kentucky neigh- 
borhood, started her day in school; at 
lunchtime, however, she would grab a 
quick, on-the-go meal on her way to the 
local radio station to perform a live show 
with her father's band. She returned to 
school when the show was over. 

Two years later, Clark moved his 
musical operations to the Detroit area. 
Soon, Evelyn was again performing with 
her father's band on live radio and, sub- 
sequently, on live television. 

"We played at a barn dance every 
Saturday night at the UAW Hall on Mack 
Avenue,"Atkins explained, "andthe show 
was carried live by one of Detroit's major 
radio stations, WJR. We also did a live 
broadcast on WJR radio every weekday 
morning." 

It was after he heard the Band's 
WJR radio program that a local sponsor 
approached them to do aweekly appear- 
ance on TV Channel 9, Windsor's pri- 
mary television station. After a five-year 
stint with Channel 9, the Group moved to 
aDetroittelevision station, WXYZ—Chan- 
nel 7, for a six-month run. 

In 1959, Clark moved his family and 
the Band to radio station WNAX in 
Yankton, South Dakota. 

"| was 17 years old when we moved 
to Yankton," Atkins stated. "On WNAX, 
we did morning, noon, and evening 
shows. The morning and evening shows 
were taped, but the noon shows were 
live. Since | was still in school, we worked 
out a system where, at lunchtime, there 
was a Cab waiting for me at the school to 
take me to the studio. After the show, the 
taxi would bring me back to school so 
that | could finish my classes. 


"It was also in Yankton," she contin- 
ued, "that! met Michael Stephens, whom 
| later married. Mike and| hadtwo daugh- 
ters before we separated." 

When Atkins was 20 years old, the 
family group moved back to Detroit — this 
time, to stay. It was after this move that, 
one by one, three other family members 
joined the Band — making it, at one point, 
an exclusive family venture. 

"First," said Atkins, "my brother Billy 
joined us. He was a vocalist and steel- 
guitar player, and was really a very fine 
musician. Then, in 1966, the man who 
was to become my second husband (in 
1969), Mickey Kreutzer, came tous. Final- 
ly, my other brother, Mike, joined with us 
in 1969. 

"It was a wonderful time in my life," 
she recalled. 

However, from 1971 to 1978, the 
closely knit family suffered through three 
major tragedies:the first, the death of her 
brother Mike in 1971; the second, the 
death of her husband Mickey, 33, in 
1973; andfinally, her brother Billy's death 
in 1978. 

Said Atkins, "After the deaths of my 
husband and brothers, | kept performing 
— although, for a time, my heart wasn't 
really in it. When Dave and | finally 
stopped playing in 1985, | was definitely 
ready to quit.” 

And so a 35-year career of many 
highlights — including opening shows for 
(and sometimes playingwith) such coun- 
try-music greats as Willie Nelson, Waylon 
Jennings, Porter Wagoner and Dolly Par- 
ton, Johnny Cash, Loretta Lynn, Roy 
Orbison, Ernest Tubb, Roy Acuff, Carl 
Perkins, Buddy Emmons, the Osborne 
Brothers, the Everly Brothers, Lester Flatt 
and Earl Scruggs, Bill Monroe, Grandpa 
Jones, and Minnie Pearl (just to name a 
few) — came to an end. 

When asked what part of her career 
she had found most rewarding, Atkins 
said, "At two different times — once in 
1975 and once in 1976— my brother Billy 
and | did USO tours with my father's 
band. In 1975, we played for American 
troops in Panama, Puerto Rico, and 
Cuba, as well as on many other West 
Indies islands like Barbados and Nassau. 
In 1976, we performed in South Korea, 
Japan, Okinawa, the Philippines, Guam, 
Hawaii, and several other islands in the 
South Pacific. 

"| can't begin to tell you what an 
overwhelming experience these tours 
were," she continued. "I learnedso much 
about other cultures, other forms of gov- 
ernment ... other people. And what | 
learned allowed me to come back home 
and see my ownlife and my own country 
from afresh, more appreciative point of 
view. 

“Of course, the most fulfilling part of 
the tours was the opportunity to entertain 
American servicemen and -women. It

was a great privilege to be able to serve 
those who serve us." 

Recently, Atkins has begun a new 
project: the rebirth of Country in the City 
News (CCN), which her husband Dave 
published for eight years. After a seven- 
year hiatus, Atkins has resumed publica- 
tion of the monthly newspaper, which is 
devoted to Local, Regional, and National 
country-music news. 

"Bringing back CCN is a very excit- 
ing project," Atkins said. "Right now, we're 
working onourthirdissue, andwe already 
have distribution points from Waterford 
to Toledo, and from Flint to the Detroit 
River. It has been extremely well re- 
ceived — readers are just grabbing it up! 

"Eventually," she added, "I would 
like to see CCN become the country- 
music publication in all of Michigan." 

Atkins, a Romulus High School 
graduate, was married to her husband 
Dave for 12 years before his untimely 
death. Her father, Casey Clark, contin- 
ues — at the age of 74 — to both lead his 
own band and promote other country- 
music artists. Mary Clark, Atkins' mother, 
is 72 years old; she writes the regular 
"Sassy Seniors" column for The Romu- 
lus News, and resides at Romulus Tower 
apartments. Atkins’ only sister, Carol, 
has earned the rank of lieutenant with 
the Michigan Department of Corrections. 

Atkins has four adult children, all 
living in Romulus. An indispensable part

What Does It Cost To Quit Smoking? 


By Todd Hauter, certified hypnotherapist 
(313-941-7084) 

| am often asked, "What does it cost 
to quit smoking?" 

First of all, let's analyze the cost of 
continuing to smoke: one carton of ciga- 
rettes will cost between $14 and $18. 
The average smoker burns up approxi- 
mately two packs a day. Two smokers in 
a household will spend approximately 
$32 per week for cigarettes. That's more 
than $128 a month — about $1,664 a 
year! 

According to Ami Tarwaci of Wyan- 
dotte, who handles Citizens Home Insur- 
ance, the nonsmoker gets a 10% dis- 
count on his/her policy. 

Steve Hacker of Southfield, ahealth- 
insurance salesman, says that the cost 
of medical coverage for a smoker is 
about 20% to 25% higher than the cost 
for a nonsmoker. 

And, on average, the nonsmoker 
saves about 10% on his life-insurance 
policies. 

In other words, the nonsmoker is 
looking at a savings of more than $2,500 
each year — even before adding in the 
savings on his/her life insurance. (| real- 
ize that we're talking ball-park figures 
here, because there are too many un- 
known factors for each individual — but

As Friday, December 4 — the day of
